There are two concentric circular walls, 
each seven or eight. fect thick and sur: 
mounted by’ a terrace’ and balustrade. 
These are cut up into niches, arranged 
in three tiers, and each large enough to j. 
contain e casket. The total number of 
niches is 1,782, of which about 500_ in 
ate-vourts-at-the-back-are-of-smaller- 
siza for children. ‘ The fronts of the 
niches are closed by slabs of marble with 
the customary inscriptions, and burning 
candles and flower wreaths are frequently 
seen before them. The space within the 
inner wall forms a small but beautifully 
kept park. At the back immediately 
opposite the gate is'a little oval chapel. 
What seems to modern minds an ex- 
treordinary story of desecration is re- 
called by the fact that. though the 
cometery is limited to-a fixed number of 
bodies and. is now more than a century 
old, there are very few dates on the slabs 
reaching back more than. six years. Tho 
explanation of this is that the funds for 
the maintenance of the cemetery are pro- 
vided: by the rental of tho niches, which 
musp be prepaid every five, years; so that, 
if, a3 is apt to be the case, the.second pay- 
ment is not promptly forthcoming, the 
vault is opened, the bones removed, and 
some profitable tenant.installed. .. It was 
this which gave rise to the witty if some- 
what cynica} description of the cemetery 
ag the place where ‘‘we pigeonhole our 
‘dead_for_future_reference.” Formerly} 
the ejected bones were cast into a charnel : 
vaulf. back of the chapel. This cavalier 
‘proceeding has now been stopped, but the 
place itself is still in.existence, and the 
urions—can—still find—in—it_plenty_of 
gruesome, relics. . Under the - present 
procedure the disinterments' have to ,be 
advertised, and tho remains are reburied’ 


in consecrated ground. en 

Aside from these associations, the 
cemetery ‘is of artistic: design and well 
worth a visit.’ This is specially true on 
the. evenings before, and following Al 
Saints’ Day, when prenbaily every niche 
is lighted and decorated, often. with 
tokens of a pathetic sort, the walls and 
the park are brilliantly: illuminated with 
‘electric lights, the chapel floor becomes a

A PUBLIC’ INSTITUTION WITHOUT 
: PARLIAMENTARY CONTROL. 
The London. Morzing Jost has beon 
printing. a serics of articles called ‘Tho. 
jominions in London,’ the third of which 
has for its subject the Crown Agents for 
Le Colonies. 


Sir Ernest Blake, who ‘was the head of | 


the Office of the Crown Agents for the 
Colonics: for nearly thirty years,- said in 
his evidence boforo 5 Departmental Com- 
mittee which inquired “into the organi- 
gation of that office some time , ago: 
: This department is absolutely unique.” 
What he niecant by this remark was that 
tho Crewn Agents are under the Colonial. 
Office, and yet they are not of the 
Colonial Office ; they are appointed by the 
Secretary of State for the Colonies, but 
he’ does noti provide their salaries; they 
ate the official heads of a~ department 
under the jurisdiction of the Colonial 
Secretary, yet they appoint or dismiss 
their own staff and regulate the pay and 
promotion of that stait without. reference 
to the Colonial Secretary; they are a 
public. institution, yet. ‘they are not 
subject to any form of. Parliamentary 
control; they and their staff are not paid 
out of any public, fund they are scli- 
supporting as an institution, and there- 
fore the cost of the administration of. the 
office is not a chargé dn any Parliament- 
ary revision, In‘short, in Sir Ernest 
Blake’s. words, the Crown Agents’ Office 
ia “absolutely unique.’’ : 
: BEGAN FROM NOTHING. . 
The explanation of theso apparent 
nuumalies is that the office grew up 
without any settled plan or definition of 
its status and peoponsibi ie The 
Crown Agents are the business representa- 
tives of the Crown Colonies; the fees they 
draw from those Colonies provide a fund 
from which the Crown Agents and, thoir 
niaff are salaricd and _pensioned. 
Hence there is no call upon Parliament 
to. vute their salaries and pensions. “The 
Crown Agents ara appointed by the 
Colonial Secretary, but they’ in turn 
appoyns their own staffs, and both. the 
and their officers are responsible 
to the Crown Colonies which practical} 
employ them and pay the fees ‘whic! 
provide their salarics. And the most 
remarkable thing is that the system works 
well; that the office has grown: in size and 
usefulness by ~virtue~ot its efficiency— 
perhaps for tho very reason that it is 


not a red-tapo Government department, |,
